MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE.

It is gratifying to find that the attention of
thoughtful men is being seriously directed
to the great necessity for a thorough and
radical reform in our marriage and divorce
Bystem. The word ‘‘system,’” however, is a
misnomer in this connection, for the evils
which exist result from a total want of
pystem, and of such uniform national laws as
will alone prevent the scandals which are
ponstantly ocourring wunder the loose and
frregnlar enactments of the several States.
Civilized society depends upon a mainte.
nance of the sanctity of the marriage relation,
and there is ample evidence to prove that
nothing sonduces more to social demoraliza-
tion than laws which permit these relations
to be dissolved at pleasure., In Indiana the
poandal created by the divorce laws has be-
come 80 great that it has been found neces-
gary to inaugurate a reform, and under exist-
ing regulations a residence of three years is
required before a divorce ean be granted.
This is a move in the right direation, but it
does not go far enough, and even if Indiana
wore to institute a radical reform the root of
the evil wonld not be reached, as there are
other Btates equally as bad. Governor Jewsll,
of Connecticut, in his inangural address, a
few daye ago, called attention to the mis-
chievous manner in which the divorce laws
of that State work, and he presented some
facts and figures that are well worthy of can-
did consideration. He said: —

“Cur divorce laws, unless changed, bid fair to bring
us into disrepute, They are netoriously loose—more
80 than in apy other State except Indlana and Iill-
nois, Inthe year 1870 there were in this State 400
divorces and 4571 marriages—a ratip of about one to
twelve, which has been about the proportion for
levera.i years. In Vermont the ratlo {8 one to
twenty-one, in Ohlo one to tweniy-seven, In Massa-
chusetts ane to forty=four. Divorces may be granted
in this State for too many causes; in fact, for al-
most no caune atall, Discontented and viclous peo-
ple come here from other States to get divorces
which the more strict legislation of thelr own States
deny, thus creating much seandal and tarnishing
the falr fame of our State, Some marked cases of
this Kind have ogcurred the past year, which loadly
call for reform in our laws.”

It iz well for the men and women of Con.-
necticut and other Btates where free and easy
divorces are permitted, who are capable of
appreciating the great danger to the mation
that will result if the doctrines of the free
love branch of the Woman's Rights party are
generally accepted, to agitate for an immediate
reform in their State laws: but they should do
more than this, for the existing evils cannot
be properly cured until the regulation of
marrisges and divorces is taken away from
the States and placed in the hands ef the
General Government, In this matter a sys-
tem of nniform laws for the whole nation is
imperatively needed, and it should not be
possible for the citizens of one State to go to
another and obtain a severance of the mar-
ringe ties whioh they could not obtain
at home. The power of granting di-
vorces should be taken away from the
State Legislatures, who continually use it
most corruptly and unjustly, and it should
only be entrusted to the United States courts,
which, in all human probability, will wield it
justly and impartially. To accomplish this
important reform a oonstitutional amend-

ment  will be necessary, and we
do mnot Dbelieve that there will Le
any difficulty whatever in obtaining

such an amendment if the matter is properly
sgitated. The power of regulating marriages
and divoroes is of no earthly advantage to
the several States, and the most enthusiastic
stickler for State rights can offer no valid
roasons why it should not be transferred to
the General Government., We believe that
the vast majority of the people of the coun-
try would cordially endorse such a change as
this, if the matter were once properly
nrged upom their attention; and the
only dificulty sbout effecting the mueh-
peeded reform is in getting a proposition for
the necessary constitutional amendment fairly
before the publie. This can be done, how-
ever, with comparative ease, if those who ap-
preciate the importance of uniform marriage
and divorce laws, and who look with abhor-
renoce upon the licentions doctrines that are
openly advooated in certain quarters, will
bring their influsnce to bear upon our law-
makers to urge them to take the proper ini.
tiatory steps.

OBITUARY.

General Jeroslas Dombrowskl.

A cable telegram from Versallles announces
that the French Government has caused several
of the insurgent leaders who were in custody to
be shot, among the number being General Je-
roglns Dombrowski, the Polish ndventurer who,
gince the fall of Bergeret, has been the principal
military commander of the Communists.

Dombrowski was born at Cracow in 1826, In
1863 he served as  elonel in the insurrectionary
Polish army, In 1865 he was charged with belog
engaged in the forging and uttering of false
Russian notes, but was released in consequence
of the withdrawal of the prosecution. He, how-
ever, appeared a second time upon the same
charge before the Assize Court of the
Seine, and was acquitted. Jeroslas Dom-
browski dealt in forged passporte and
false certifientes, in which he attested
that certain ef his countrymeu whom he hon-
ored with imaginary rank bad taken an active
part in the insurrection, while, in fact, they had
had no share in it, Theee certificates were used
to obtain for the holders certain pecuniary bene-
fits ns refugees. In the month of February last
Dombrowski endeavored to provoke an insur-
rection at Bordeanx, and a warrant for hisarrest
was issued. He, however, escaped into Switzer-
land, where he remained until the end of March,
During the siege of Paris, being suspected of
communications with the Prussians, he was
several times arresied. Ile had even passed
through the enemy’s lines with a forged pass,
Very shortly before the recent outbreak he was
arrested at a moment when he was expressing
liis desire that the whole French army might be
destroyed.
